SPA session reviews Cabinet’s work 
and sets forth its tasks for 2018

Technical innovations 
bring production boom 


The Ryongsong Machine 
Complex has made innovations 
in the production of custom- 
built equipment. 

Its technical personnel are 
pushing the production of 
dozens of kinds of equipment 
to be supplied to major 
construction projects, industrial 
establishments, coal and other 
mines through the collective 
technical innovation drive. 

The Songun Foundry overfulfils 
its daily production plan by 
concentrating on the supply of 
workpieces for thermal power 
generating facilities. It has 
developed a new casting device of 
high practical use to raise the actual 
completion rate of workpieces and 
improve their quality. It ensures 
the continuity of casting work and 
saves much raw and other materials 
and manpower by applying a 
mould of new material. 


Machine workshop No. 1 
normalizes the production of 
large toothed wheels conducive to 
increasing the ability of crushers 
at mines. The pressure angle of 
toothed wheels has rationally been 
altered to improve the durability 
and capacity of crushers. 

The machine-tool workshop 
has made a large gear to be used 
in thermal power plants to unload 
fuels and entered into continuous 
production. It has introduced a 
rational processing method to 
save 20 percent of molten iron 
and reduce the processing time 
by one fifth and manpower by 
half as compared to the past. 

The Songun compressor 
workshop has developed a 


tester to evaluate the quality 
and durability of major parts of 
heating equipment. According 
to the results of its introduction, 
the tester has been confirmed to 


be effective in shortening the 
period of manufacture, removing 
additional modification and 
reducing manpower and time in 
assembly. It has also established 
a grinding process for major 
parts of compressors to raise 
the precision of processing and 
increase their mechanical life. 

A sci-tech achievement show 
held at the complex last February 
presented lots of new technologies 
which contribute to reenergizing 
production and — upgrading 
equipment. Among them, over 
60 technical innovation plans are 
practical ones which will prove 
effective in production. 

The complex overfulfilled the 
first quarterly economic plan by 
3.7 percent. It is working hard to 
increase productivity and build 
up its own technical force.

FISH FARMING 


Institute successful in research 
on intensive fish farming 


Researchers at the central fish 
farming institute of the Academy 
of Fisheries are concentrating on 
rearing fish with strong viability 
that grow fast while consuming 
less fodder. 

They have set their sights on 
ensuring the intensive farming 
of loach and tilapia in parallel, 
while pushing a project for 
breeding good species of 
freshwater fish. 

With primary efforts given to 
utilizing natural feed, they go 
on with the study to develop a 
new vegetable feed for fish. 

They concentrate big efforts 
on raising the effectiveness 
of vegetable feed based on 
“Aeguk” grass and Evodia 
daniellii seed cake. In particular, 
they deepened research into the 
problems arising in removing 


the bitterness of LEvodia 
daniellii seed cake, by-product 
from oil production process, so 
that fish can eat it better laying 
a technological foundation for 
ensuring high fattening rate 
of fish with Evodia daniellii 
seed cake as the feed. They are 
now working on the research 
to introduce it into production. 
They also pay attention to 
increasing the protein content 
of feed in order to develop 
a technology of breeding 
mandarin fish whose feed 
problem remains unsettled. At 
the same time, they press on with 
a research to make out a rational 
prescription for improving the 
taste of catfish. 

Close attention is being paid 
to protecting and increasing 
fish resources. After making a

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MUSICAL INSTRUMENT 


Institute updates traditional 
musical instruments 


The National Institute of 
Musical Instruments is doing a 
good job of the improvement of 
national musical instruments. 

It directs primary efforts to 
sustaining the advantages of the 
musical instruments while making 
them congruous to the feelings 
and emotions of the locals. 

Researchers and workers 
made painstaking endeavours 
and quest to unveil a kayagum, 
nineteen-stringed Korean harp, 
with markedly improved sound 
range and volume, a small- 
sized haegum,  four-stringed 
Korean fiddle, with lightened 
fine tuner and a komungo, six- 
stringed Korean lute, which has 
been upgraded in line with the 


present aesthetic sense. 

They also developed thungso, 
Korean bamboo flute, from the 
original pentatonic-scale form 
into seven-scale one to make 
it possible to play modern 
music with it. They established 
the theory of manufacture 
of instruments belonging to 
the haegum group at a high 
level while producing several 
valuable research findings. 

Most recently, they completed 
a technique of preventing timber 
degeneration in the making of 
bows of the strings, thereby 
opening up a bright prospect for 
manufacturing world-level bows 
with locally-available materials. 

They succeeded in developing 


the modulators for kayagum 
and increasing the adhesion of 
its strings with epoxy, with the 
result that a stride forward has 
been taken in making sound 
volume even in all musical 
ranges and producing better 
reverberation and in raising 
economic efficiency. They also 
changed the peg-based string- 
tightening mechanism into a 
gear type for oungum, four- 
stringed Korean instrument. 
The new products are popular 
with professionals as_ they 
produce clearer, softer and more 
graceful sound. 

The exhibits of the institute 
were the focus of attention in the 
past musical instrument shows. 


At present, researchers 
are working on_ the 
quality of sound, bow, 


string and materials 
of national musical 
instruments. 

“We will positively 
introduce advanced 
science and technology 
to manufacture good 
quality, world-level 
instruments in large 


numbers so as to make 
a tangible contribution 
to the development of 
the country’s musical art 
and the people’s cultural 
and emotional life,” said 
director Ju Chol Nam.

Research achievements 
help economic growth 


The Hamhung Branch of the 
State Academy of Sciences has 
made achievements in high-tech 
research projects. 

It has rounded off two 
technical preparations including 
the methanol — synthesizing 
process with an annual capacity 
of hundreds of thousands of 
tons by pushing ahead with 
the technical preparations for 
establishing the Cl chemical 
industry. Their completion 
has opened a bright prospect 
for producing a great deal of 
raw materials for consumer 
goods such as vinalon and 
synthetic leather. The branch 
has developed various kinds 
of catalysts which are used in 
synthesizing methanol, ethylene 
and propylene. 

Researchers have unveiled an 
ion exchange film for industrial 
salt production, improving the 
salt production method. The ion 
exchange film is excellent in 
terms of such technical indices 
as tensile strength, resistance of 
film and ion exchange capacity. 


The application of the exchange 
film to production will be able to 
reduce the area of crystallization 
ponds to one tenth and lower the 
production cost per square metre 
to one third as compared to the 
previous ion exchange film. 

A technology of producing 
petrol and diesel oil from coal 
is one of the valuable inventions 
made by the branch researchers. 
The method based on coal 
gasification makes it possible 
to extract well over a thousand 
kilograms of petrol and diesel 
oil from 10 tons of coal by using 
new catalysts developed by the 
branch. 

The branch has also updated 
the technology of manufacturing 
natural graphite electrodes for 
UHP electric arc furnace by 
relying on _ locally-available 
raw materials. Scientists set up 
a preliminary heat treatment 
process of natural graphite 
and settled the optimal mixing 
ratio and technical indices of 
the moulding process, thus 
improving such _ electrode 


indices as specific resistance 
and compression _ strength. 
As a result, the consumption 
of electrode per ton of steel 
has been decreased by half as 
compared to previous years and 
helped further raise the quality 
of steel. 

The development of new 
adhesive and sole materials 
contributes to the development 
of the shoe industry. New raw 
materials, catalysts and solvents 
are used to make the adhesive 
which has higher technical 
indices in adhesive intensity 
and initial adhesive intensity 
than the previous one. The new 
sole materials have excellent 
physical properties in wear and 
cold resistance and flexibility 
and help reduce the weight of 
shoes remarkably. 

The branch is _ focusing 
on research projects aimed 
at reenergizing the national 
economy and improving the 
people’s livelihood.

The enterprise 
resource —_ planning 
controls all 
production processes 
and business 


activities at industrial 
establishments by computer. 

ERP is believed to require a 
great deal of time and fund to 
develop. 

“We did not want to introduce 
the ERP tailored to market 
economies in its entirety. We 
made up our mind to develop 
a standardized MIS, which 
is needed for improving the 
country’s industrial structure in 
line with the requirements of the 
IT age and putting all economic 
sectors on IT basis,” recalled 
Kim Song Chol. 

The system was of great 
significance also in ensuring the 
unified business management 
and control by the state. 

Kim went to industrial 
establishments to find out factors 
that affect production processes 
and business management and 
grasp their economic principles 
and, on the basis of this, worked 
on the master plan for the MIS. 
Members of his development 
team also made an indepth 
analysis of numerous documents 
on the management of labour, 
production, fluid assets, power 
and everything at many factories 
and enterprises. 

Each factory worked out well 
over a thousand documents a 
year, and some argued that it was 
impossible to standardize such 
extensive business activities. 

But the developers pooled 
their intelligence and passion to 
make rational designs and write 
thousands of subroutines. 

After years of research they 
brought out an integrated MIS 
and introduced it into a factory, 
but they found there were many 
faults in labour management 
and accounting applications. 

They did not yield to the 
failure, but redoubled their 
efforts to analyse the cause. In 
the course of the analysis they 
realized they failed to find out 
all the factors acting on labour 
management. So they went out 
to factories again to discover all 
other factors with the help of the 
employees and rounded off the 
design for labour management 
functions.

They finally completed 
an integrated management 
information system in January 
2012. The chief developer, 
however, was not yet content 
with the system. 

Therefore, he set a higher goal 
in keeping with the information 
technology that continues to 
develop rapidly on a worldwide 
scale, and provided role 
models for his team members. 
Years later, they came up 
with an upgraded version of 
the previous system in terms 
of information integration, 
business standardization, app 
optimization and flexibility. 

On his inspection tour of the 
Pyongyang Mushroom Farm 
in April 2017, Supreme Leader 
Kim Jong Un highly praised the 
farm’s MIS and manufacturing 
management system that helps 
arrange production and conduct 
business activities based on real- 
time monitoring of necessary 
information. 

Thissystemhas provedeffective 
in production and __ business 
management at more than 40 
factories including the Kumkhop 
General Foodstuff Factory for 
Sportspeople, Pyongyang Sports 
Goods Factory and Pyongyang 
Cosmetics Factory. 

Busy as he is with education 
and research, Kim Song Chol 
has written many textbooks and 
reference books about economic 
informatics, such as Theory of 
Informatization of Business 
Management and Dictionary of 
Commerce. He also obtained 
dozens of certificates of 
registration and introduction 
of sci-tech hits, certificates of 
registration of programs and 
original plans and patents. 

For such achievements, he was 
awarded the February 16 Science 
and Technology Prize, top honour 
for DPRK scientists. 

He is still devoting himself 
to the training of talents and 
the projects to put the national 
economy on a scientific and IT 
basis.

South Korea is also a 
scapegoat for “America First.” 

MBC reported on April 2 that 
the US president claimed his 
country is not paid properly for 
its military presence in south 
Korea, arguing it is as absurd as 
an assaulter or a thief forces the 
victim to pay money for what 
they did. 

According to the south Korea- 
US “mutual defence treaty” 
concluded in 1953, the US sets 
up military bases in any place it 
wants at will and uses them free 
of charge. It receives preferential 


treatment worth $2 billion from 
south Korea including the free 
offer of over 70 million phyongs 
of land, reduction and exemption 
from all kinds of public rates 
and taxes and exemption from 
road and port charges. And 
the US forces in south Korea 
enjoy inviolable rights and 
extraterritoriality free from any 
punishment, while committing all 
kinds of crimes against the local 
people such as violence, robbery, 
murder and rape.

Asahi Shimbun said that the

A few minutes before the 
end of the game April 25 added 
another goal with two- to three- 
person combination to beat the 
opponent 8-0. 

The head coach of Benfica 
Macau said that before the

Chonggak kimchi 


Kimchi, widely known as one 
of the world’s five health foods, 
is much favoured by all, men 
and women, old and young, in 
all four seasons. 

The traditional Korean non- 
staple food has dozens of its 
varieties which are largely 
divided according to seasons. 

One of them is chonggak 
kimchi, which is taken in early 
spring and has a unique taste 
and flavour. 

An old record, Forestry 
Economy, says  chonggak 
kimchi is a kind of very salty 
winter radish kimchi (a kind 
of kimchi which is made by 
adding salt or bean paste to

radish, cucumber, garlic and 
other vegetables and maturing 
them very salty without water) 
made by salting radishes with 
leaves that were not fully grown 
after the first frost and spicing 
them with garlic juice before 
maturing. 

In late autumn young radishes 
which were not fully grown on 
the fields are harvested with 
their leaves to be salted. They 
are matured together with 
pepper and its leaves and stems 
in pots. In spring its taste can 
match that of pickles made of 
whole cabbage, pickled sliced 
radishes seasoned with pepper 
and wrapped-up kimchi. 


Winter comes earlier in the 
mountainous areas of Korea than 
in the lower plains, so radish and 
other vegetables do not grow well 
there. It is more so in the northern 
highlands. Chonggak kimchi has 
long been made mostly in these 
areas, especially Ryanggang and 
North and South Hamgyong 
provinces, by harvesting young 
radishes before they are fully 
grown. 

As it is tasty, easy to obtain 
materials and simple to make, 
the cuisine has widely been 
spread to the whole country.

Wash out the salted radishes 
in water in a short time and 
drain them off. Mix them with 
powdered red pepper, sliced 
spring onion, crushed garlic and 
ginger and the soup of salted 
anchovies. 

Put them into a jar and press 


warm applause throughout the 
track covering Pipha, Yongung, 
Changjon and Mirae Scientists 
streets. 

DPRK runners Ri Kang Bom 
and Kim Hye Song came first 
in the men’s and women’s 
professional events, Ri Yong 
Nam and Kim Hye Gyong 
finished runners-up, and Jon 
Kum I] and Jo Un Ok were 
placed third.
